T was 01 Tueſday Feb.'1. 1675. inthe afternoon, whe the N arrhaganſots 


uarters ( in or toward the Nipmug Country, whither they were now re-' . 


tired for fear of the _—_ Army lying in thetr own Country ) were the ſe- 
cond time beaten up by the Forces of the United Colonies 5 who thereupon ſoon 
berook themſelves to flight, and were all the next day purſued by the Engliſh, 
fome overtaken and deſtroyed. But on Thurſday Feb, 3. the Engliſh . having wow 
been ſix days on their March, from their Head-quarters ar Wickford," in the Nar- 
rhaganſet Country, toward, and after the Enemy, and Proviſion grown exceeding 


ſhort ;, inſomuch that they were fam to kill ſome Horſes for the ſupply, eſpecially. of | 


their Indian Friends, ny ap neceſſitated to conſider what was beſt to be done ; and 
about noon ( having hitherto followed the Chaſe as hard as they might ) a Council 
was called, and though ſome few were of another mma, yet it was-concluded by far 
the greater part of the Council of War, that the Army Ponld defif rhe pur jnit, and 
retire : The Forces of Plimouth and the Bay ro the next Town of the Bay, and Con- 
necticut Forces to their own next Towns: which determination was immediately put 
in execution, The conſequent whereof, as it was not difficult to be foreſeen by <6 c 
that knew the cauſleſs enmity Y, theſe Barbarians againſt the Engliſh, and the ma- 
licious and revengeful ſpirit of theſe Heathen ſo it ſoon'proved diſmal. | 
The Narrhaganſets were now driven quite from their own Country, and all their 
Proviſions there hoarded up, to which they durſt not at preſent return,and being ſonu- 
merous as they were, ſoon devoured thoſe to whom they went whereby both the one and the 
other were now rediced to extream ſtraits, and ſo neceſſitated to take the firft and beſt 
opporturity for ſupply, and very glad no doubt of ſuch an opportunity as this,” to pro- 
wide for themſelves, arid make Spoile of the Engliſh at once ;, and ſeemg themſelves 
thus diſcharged of their purſuers, and a little refreſhed after their fught, rhewery 
ext week.0n Thurſday Feb. 10. they fell with mighty force and fury upon Lanca- 
ſter ; which ſmall Town, remote from aid of others, and not being Garriſon'd as it 
might. the Army being now come in,and as the time indeed required (the deſign of the 
Indians pirdr that place being known to the Engliſh ſome trme before) was nor able to 
make effeFLual reſiſtance \, but notwithſtanding the utmoſt endeavour of rhe Inhabitants, 
moſt of the buildings were turned into aſhes , many People ( Men, Women and Ch:ldren) 
flain, and others captivated, The moſt ſolemn and remarkable part of this Tragedy, 
may that juſtly be repited, which fell upon the Fami ly of that Reverend Servant of 
God, Mr. Joſeph Rowlandſon, the faithful Paſtor of the Church of —_— in that 
Place, who being gon down to the Council of the-Maſſachuſets, to ſeek ard for 
fence of the place ;, at his return found the Town in flames,or ſmoke,is own houſe being 
ſet on fire by the Enemy, through the diſadvantage of a defettive Forrification) and 
all in it conſumed : Hu precious yoke-fellow,and dear C bildren, wounded andeaptrva- 
ted (45 the 1ſſue evidenced,and following Narrative declares ) by theſe crutl and baroa-

ments, and of bis Hand-mazd under ſuch, Captivity, travels, and bardſhips (much 
too hard for fleſh.and blood ) 45 he did, and at length delwuer and reſtore. But he

'N the tenth of Febrary, 1675. came the Indians with great 
numbers upon Lancaſter. Their firſt coming was about Sun- 
riſing. Hearing the noiſe of ſome Guns, we looked out ; 
ſeveral Houſes were burning, and the Smoke aſcerding to 
Heaven. There were five Perſons taken in one Houſe, the 


Father, and the Mother, and a ſucking Child they knock*d on the head ; the 


other two they took, and carried away-alive. There. were two others, who 
being out of their Garriſon upon ſome occaſion, were ſet upon ;. one was 
knock*d on the head, the other eſcaped. Another there was who running 
along was fhot and wounded, and fell down z he begged of them his Life, 
promiſing them Money (as they told me) z but they would not hearken to 
him, but knock*d him on the head, ſtripped him _— and ſplit open his 
Bowels. Another ſeeing many of the 1narans about his Barn, ventured and 
went out, but was quickly ſhot down. There were three others belonging 
to the ſame Garriſon, who were killed. . The /-diaxs getting up npon the 
Roof of the Barn, hadadvantage to ſhoot down upon them over their For- 
tification. + Thus theſe murtherous Wretches went on, burning and deſtroy- 
ig before then. | Re 
At length they came and beſet our own Houſe, and quickly, it was the 
tolefulleſt day that ever mine eyes ſaw. The Houſe ſtood upon the edge of 
2 Hill ; ſome of. the 1ndians got behind the Hill, others into the Barn, and 
others behind any thing that would ſhelter them ; from all which Places they 
ſhot againſt the Houſe, ſo that the Bullets ſeemed to fly like Hail : and 
quickly they wounded one Man among us,. then another, and then a third. 
About two Hours rt y to my obſervation in that amazing time) they 
had been about the Houſe, before they could prevail to fire it, (which they 
did with Flax and Hemp which they brought out of the Barn, and there be- 
ing no Defence about the Houſe, onely two Flankers, at two oppoſite Cor- 
ners, and one of themot finiſhed.) "They fired 1t once, and one ventured 
out and quenched it ;, but they quickly fired it again, and that took. Now 
Is that dreadful Hour come,, that I have often heard of, (in the time. of the 
War, as it was the Caſe of others) but now mine Eyes ſee it. Some .in our 
Houſe were fighting for. their Lives, others wallowing in their Blood ; the 
Houſe on fire oyer our Heads, and the bluody Heathen ready to knock us on: 
the Head if we ſtirred out. Now might we hear Mothers and Children 
crying out for themſelves, and one another, Lord, what ſhall we do! Then l. 
took my Children (and cne of: my Siſters, hers) to go forth and leave = 
Houle:

Hon® : But as ſoon as we came to the Door and appeared, the, Inarans ſhot 
ſo thick; that the Bullets ratled againſt the Houſe, as if one had taken an 
handrui of Stones and threw them ; ſo that we were fain to give back. We 
had fix ſtout Dogs belonging to our Garriſon, but none of them would ſtir, 
though another time, if an /ndian had come to the Door, they were ready to 
fly upon him, and tear him down. The Lord hereby would make us the more 
to acknowledge: his Hand, and to ſee that our Help 1s always in him. But out 
we mult go, the Fire increaſing, and coming along behind us roaring, and the 
Trdians gaping before us with their Guns, Spears, and Hatchets, to devour , 
us. No ſooner were we out of the Houſe, but my Brother-in-Law (being be- K 
fore wounded (in defending the Houſe) in or near the Throat) fell down F 
dead, whereat the 1-4:ans ſcornfully ſhouted,and hallowed,and were preſently n 
upon him, ſtripping off his Clothes. The Bullets flying thick, one went 
thorow my Side, and the ſame (as would ſeem) thorow the Bowels and Hand 
of my dear Child in my Arms. . One of my elder Siſters Children (named 
Wilkam) had then his Les broken, which the 1nd-ars perceiving, they knock'd 
him on the head. Thus were we butchered by thoſe mercileſs Heathen, ſtand 
ing amazed, with the. Blood running down to our Heels. My. elder Siſter 
being yet in the Houſe, and ſeeing thoſe woful Sights, the Infidels haling 
Mothers one way. and Children another, and ſome wallowing in their B 
and her elder Son telling her that (her Son) W:lam was dead, and my elf 
was wounded ; ſhe ſaid, And Lord, let me die with them: Which was no ſoon- 
| er faid, but ſhe was ſtruck with a Bullet, and fell down dead over the Thre- 
ſhold. 1 hope ſhe is reaping the Fruit of her good Labours, being faithful to 
the Serviceof God in her Place. In her younger years ſhe lay under much 
trouble upon Spiritual accounts, till it pleaſed God to make that precious 
Scripture take hold of her Heart, 2 Cor. 12.9. And he ſaid unto me, My grace 
zs ſufficient for thee. More than twenty years after I have heard her tell, 
| how ſweet and comfortable that Place was to her. But to return : The Ind- 
ans laid hold of ns, pulling me one way, and the Children another, and faid, 
Come, go along nithus : Itold them, they would kill me : They anſwered, 
I were willing to 00 along with them, they would not hurt me, 

O the doleful Sight that now was to behold at this Houſe ! Come, behold 
the Works of the Lord, what defolation he has made in the Earth, Of thirty ſe 
ven Perſons who were in this one Houſe, none eſcapgd either preſent Death, 
or a bitter Captivity, ſaveonely one, who might ſay as he, Fob 1. 15, And 
1 onely am eſcaped alone to rell the News, There were twelve killed, ſome ſhot, 
ſome ſtabb'd with their Spears, ſome knock'd dovin with their Hatchets. 
When we are in proſperity, Oh the Little that we think of ſuch dreadful 
Sights, and to ſee our dear Friends and Relations lie bleeding out their 
Heart-blood upon the Gronnd ! There was one who was chopp'd into the 
Head with a Hatchet, and ſtripp'd naked, and yet was crawling up and 
down. It is a ſolemn Sight to ſee ſo many Chriſtians lying in their Blood,

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amognſ! the Heathen. 


ſome here, and ſome there, like a company of Sheep torn by Wolves. © All of 
them ſtript naked by a company of hell-hounds, roaring, ſinging, ranting 


and inſulting, as if they would have torn our very hearrs'our, yet the Lord - 


by his Almighty power, preſerved a number of us from death, for there were 
twenty four of us taken alive - and carried Captive. 

| had ofcen before this ſaid, that if the /»d;ans ſhould come, I ſhould chuſe 
rather to be killed by them, than taken alive : bur when it came to the trial 


my mind changed : their glittering Weapons ſo daunted my Spirit,that | choſe 
rather to go along with choſe (as I may ſay) ravenous Bears, than that mo. 


ment to end my daies. And that I may the better declare what happened to me 
during that grievous Captivity, I ſhall particularly ſpeak of the feveral Re- 
moves we had up and down the Wilderneſs. | 

The firſt Remove. Now away we muſt go with thoſe Barbarous Creatures, 
with our bodies wounded and bleeding, and our hearts no leſs than our bo- 


dies. About a mile we went thatnight ; up upon a hill within ſight of the_ 


Town where they intended to _ There was hard by a vacant houſe (de- 
ſerted by the Engliſh before, for fear of the Þ:dians)1 asked them whether I 
might not lodge inthe houſe that night? to which they anſwered, what will 
you love Engl;ſb-men (till ? this was the dolefulleft night that ever my eyes ſaw. 
Oh the roaring, and ſinging, and dancing, and rellive: of thoſe black crea- 
tures in the-night, which made the place a _ reſemblance of hell : And as 
miſerable was the waſte that was there made, of Horſes, Cattle, Sheep, 
Swine, Calves, Lambs, Roaſting Pigs, and Fowls (which they had plun- 
dered in the Town) ſome roaſting, ſome lying and burning, and ſome boyl- 
ing, to feed our mercileſs Enemies; who were joyful enough though we were 


diſconſolate. To add to the dolefulneſs of the former day, and the diſmal. 


neſs of the preſent night, my thoughts ran upon my loſſes and ſad bereaved 
condition. All was gone, my Husband gone (at leaſt ſeparated from me, he 
being in the Bay; and to add my grief, the Indians told me they would kill 
him as he came homeward:) my Children gone, my Relations and- Friends 
gone,our houſe and home,and all our comforts within door, and without, all 
was gone (except my lifeY and I knewnot but the next moment that might go 
too. ' p27) 

There-remained nothing to me but one poor wounded Babe, and it ſeemed 
at preſent worſe than death, that it was in ſuch a pitiful condition, be'pea- 
king Compaſſion, and 1 had no refreſhing for it, nor ſuitable things to revive 
t, Little do many think, what is the ſavageneſs and bruitiſhneſs of this 
barbarous Enemy ! even thoſe that ſeem to profeſs more than others among 
tnem, when the Engliſh ave fallen into their hands. 

Thoſe ſeven that were killed at Lancaſter the ſimmer hefore vpon a Sab- 
bath day, and the one that was afterward killed upon a week day, were ſlain 
and mangled in a barbarous manner, by one-ey'd John, and Marlberough”s 
Praying Izdians,which Capt. Meſely brought to Boſton, as the /#d:ans told _ 
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Mrs. Rowlandſon's Captivity 


T ive ſecond Remove But now (the next morning )1 muſt turn my back up- 
on the Town, and trav-l with them into the vait and deſolate Wilderncſs, 
| know not whither. Ic is not my tongue, or pen can expreſs the ſorrows of 
my heart, and bitterneſs of my ſpirit, thar I had ac this departuce : Bur God 
was with me, 1n a wondertul manner, carrying me along, and bearing up my 
Spirit; that it d.d not quite fail. - One of the /ndiars carried my poor woun- 
d<d Babe upoa a horſe - It went moaning all a long, 1 ſhall die, I ſhall die. 
1 weat on foot afcer it, with ſorrow that cannot. be expreſt. At length l took 
it off the Horſe, ard ca r.cd itin myWms, till my ſtrength failed, and 7 fell 
down with it. Then they (et me upona horſe, with my wounded Child in 
my lap, and there b-ing no Fucnicure upon the horſe back ; as we were go- 
ing down a ſteep hill, we botafcll over the horſes head, at which they like 
inhuman creatures laught, and rejoiced to ſee it, though LI thought we ſhould 
there have ended our dayes, as overcome with ſo many difficulties. But the 
Lord renewed my itrength ſtill,, and earried me along, that | might ſee more 
of his power, yea, ſo much that 7 could never have thought of, had 7 notex 
perienced it. _ : | 

After this it quickly began to-Snow, and when night came on, they ſtopt :and 
now down | mult fit ia the Snow, (by a little fire, anda few boughs behind me) 
with my ſick Child in my lap z and calling much for water, being now ( tho- 
rough the wound) fallen into a violent Fever. ( My own wound alſo growing 
ſo ſtiff, that 1 could ſcarce ſix down or riſe up )yet ſoit mult be, that I mult ſit 
all this cold winter night, upon the cold ſnowy ground, with my ſick Childin 
my arms, looking that every hour would be the laſt of its life ; and having 
no Chriſtian Friend near me, either to comfort or h:Ip me. Oh I may ſee the 
wonderful power of God, thatmy Spirit did not utterly ſink under my attl- 
ion; {till the Lard upaeid me with his graciousand merciful Spirit, and 
we were both alive to lee the light of the next morning. 

T he third Remxve. The morning being come, they prepared to go on their 
way : one of the /ndians got up upon a horſe, and they ſet me up behind him 
with my poor ſick Babe in my lap.. A very weariſome and tedious day [had 
of it, what with my own wound, and my Childs being ſo exceeding ſick, and 
in a lamentable Condition with her wonnd. lt may eaſily be judged whata 
poor feeble condition we were in, there being not the leaſt crumb of refreſt- 
ing that came withirf either of our months, from Wedneſday night to Sat- 
turday night, except only a little cold water. This day in the afternoon, 
abou an houc by Syn, we came to the place where they intended, v1z. an 
Indian Town called Wenimeſſer, Northward of Zuabang. When we were come, 
Oh the Number of Pagers ( now Metcileſs Enemies ) that there came about 
me, that | may !ay as David, Pal. 27. 13. T had fainted, unleſs I had berg 
&c. Tae nex: C2y was the Sabbath: 1then remembred how carcleſs I ha 
been of Gods 0: y time : how many Sabbaths I had loſt aud miſpent: aud how 

evilly | kad waiked in Gods fight; which lay ſo cloſe upon my Spirit, that 


tt 
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it was eaſie for meto ſee how righteous it was with God to cut «ffthe threed 
of my life, and caſt me out of his preſence for ever. Yet the Lord ſtill ſhew- 
ed mercy to me, and upheld me; and as he wounded me with one hand, is 
he healed me with the other. This day there came to me one Roberr Pepper 
(a Man belonging to Roxbyry, ) who was taken in Capt. Beers his fight; and 
had been now a conſiderable time with the Indians; and up with them almoſt 
as far as Albany to ſee King Philip, as he told me; and was now very lately 
come with them into theſe parts. Hearing | ſay that I was in this Ind4an Town 
| he obtained leave to come and ſee me. He told me he himſelf was wounded 
| inthe Leg at Capt. Beers his fight; and was not able ſometime to go, but as 
they carried him, and that he took oaken leavesandlaid to his wound, and 
through the bleſſing of God, he was able to travel again. Thenl took Oaken 
leaves and laid to my fide, and with che bleſſing of God it cured me alſo ; yet 
before the cure was wrought, 1 may ſayas it isin Pſal, 38. 5, 6. My wounds 
ſtink and are corrupt, I am troubled, Ir am bowed down greatly," I go mourning all 
the day long. | fate much alone with a poor wounded Child in my lap, which 
moaned night and day, having nothing to revive the body, or chear the Spi- 
rits of her - but inſtead of that, ſometimes one Indian would come and tell 
me, one hour, and your Maſter will knock your Child in the head, and then a 
ſecond, and then a third, your Maſter will quickly knock your child in the 
head. 
This was the Comfort I had from them ; miſerable.comfortersare ye all, as 
he ſaid. Thus nine dayes I ſat upon my knees, with my babe in my lap, till my 
i:{hwas raw again : my child being even ready to depart this ſorrowful world, 
they bad me carry it out, to another Wigwam : (1 ſuppoſe becauſe they would 
nct be troubled with ſuch ſpeCtacles.) Whither | went with a very heavy 
heart, and down I fate with the pifure of death in my lap. About two 
bours in the Night, my ſweet Babe like a Lamb departed this life, or Feb. 18. 
; 1675- it beiug about ſix years and five-months old. It was nine dayes (from 
i Wl thefirſt wounding ) in this Miſerable condition, without any refreſhing of one 
nature or other, except a little cold water. I cannot but take notice, how 
ad WW atanother time [ could not bear to be in the room where any dead perſon 
od W was, but now the caſe. is changed + I mult and could lye down by my dead 
£2 WF Babe, fide by fide, all the night after. I have thought ſince of the wonderful 
h- I goodneſs of God to me# in preſerving me ſo in the uſe of my reaſon and ſen- 
al- W fs, in that diſtreſſed time, that 1did not uſe wicked'and violent means to 
ol, WF end my own miſerable life. In the morning, when they nnderſtood that my 
al i child was dead, they ſent for me-home to. my Maſters Wigwam - ( by my 
Maſter in this writing muſt he underſtood Quamopin, who was a Sagga- 
out W more and married King Philips wives Siſter; not that he firſt took me, but 
w | was ſold to him by another Narrhag anſet Indian, who took me when firſt [ 
nad came out of the Garriſon) 1 went to take up my dead Chi!d in my arms to 
carry it with me, but they bid me let it —_ : there wasno reſiſting, but go .

I muſt and leave it. When 1 had been a while at my Maſters wigwam, I took 
the firſt opportunity 1 couid get, togo look after my dead child - when [came 
{asked tncin what they had donewith it ? they told me it. was ypon the hil; : 
ten they went and {h-wed me where tt. was, where | ſaw the ground was new. 
l; digzed, arc there th: y told me they had buried ©; there | leſt rhac child in 
the Wildernefs, and 1.uit cemmitit,and my ſelf alfo in this Wiiderneſs condi. 
tion, to him who is above ai]. God having taken away this dear child, I went 
to ſee my daughter Afary, who was at this ſame [adrian Town, ata Wigwam 
not very far off, though we had little liberty or opportunity to ſte one ano- 
ther : ſhe was about ten years old, and takynfrom the door at frſt by a Pray- 


ing Indian, and afterward fold fora gun. When came inſight ſhe would fall 


a weeping; at which they were provoked, and would no: let me come near her, 
but bade me be gone : which was aheart-cutting word to me. [had one child 
dead, another in the wilderneſs, [knew not where, the third they would 
Lot ler me come near to: Ae (as he {aid )bave ye bereaved of my Children, Foſeph 
55 n6t, and Simeen is r0t, and ye will take Benjamin alſo, all theſe things are againſt 
we. Icould not fit ſtill in this condicion, bur kept walking from one place 
to another. Andas 1 was going along, my heart was even overwhelmed with 
the thoughts of my condition, -and that { ſhould have Children, and a Nati. 
on which 1knew not ruled over them. Whereupon /earneſtly intreated the 
Lord, that he would conſider my low eſtate, and ſhew mea token for good, 
and if it were his bleſſed will, fome ſign and hope of ſome relief. And in- 


deed quickly the Lord anſwered, in tome meaſure, my poor Prayer - For | 


as I was going up and down mourning and lamenting my condition, my Son 
came to me, and asked me how 7did? 7 had not feen him before, ſince the 
deſtruCtion of the Town: and 7 knew not where he was, till /was informed 
by himſelf, that he was amongſt a ſmaller parcel of 1ndiens, whoſe place was 
about fix miles off, with tearsin his eyes, he asked me whether his Siſter S+ 
rah was dead ? and told me hehad feen his Siſter Afary ; and prayed me, that 


1 would not be troubled in reference to himſelf. The occafion of his coming | 


to ſee me at this time was this: There was, as / ſaid, about ſix miles from us, 
a {mal} Plantation of /nd5ans, where it ſeems he had been during his Captivi 
ty: andat this time, there were ſome Forces of the 1n4ians gathered out of 
our company, and ſome alſo from them ( amongſt whom was my Sons Mz 
ſter ) togoto allault and burn Medfild - in this time of the abfence of his 
Maſter, his Dame brought him to ſee me. 7 took this to be ſome gracious 
Anſwer, to my earneſt and unfeigned deſire. The next day, viz. to this, the 
Indians returned from Medfield : ( ali the Company, for thoſe thax belonged 
to the other ſmaller company, came thorow the Town that now we were a) 
Burt betore they came to us, Ohthe outragious roaring and hooping that there 
was / They began their din about a mile before they came to us. By theit 
aoiſe and hooping they ignited how many they had deſtroyed : ( which was 
at that time twenty three ) Thoſe that were with us at home, were gathered 
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together as ſoon as they heard the hooping, and every timethit the other 
went over their number, theſe at home gave a ſhout, that the very Earth rang 
again. And thus they continued till thole that had been upon the expedition 
were come upto the Saggamores Wigwam ; and then Oh the hideous iaſul- 
ting and triumphing that th:re was over ſome Engliſh-mens Scalps, that they 
had taken ( as *hzir manner is) and brought with them. 7 cannot b'1t take 
notice of the wonderful mercy of God to me in thoſe afflictions, in ſending me 
a Bible : one of the Indians that came from Aedfield fight and had” brought 
ſome plunder; came to me, and asked me, if I would have a Bible, he: had gor 
. one In his Basker, I was glad of it,and asked him, whether he thougat the /r- 
a&ians would let me read ? he anſwered yes - ſol took the Bible, and in that 
melancholly time, it came into my mind to read firſt the 28 Chapter of Deuteyo. 
nowte, which 1 did, and when I had read it, my dark heart wrought on this 
manner, that there was no mercy for me, that the bleſſings were. gone, and 
the cugſes came in their room, and that 1 had loſt my opportunity. But the 
Lord helped me ſtill to go on reading, till I came to Chap. 30. the ſeven ficſt 
verſes : where | found there was mercy promiſed again, if we would return 
to bim, by repentance : and though we were ſcattered from one endof the 
earth to the other, yet the Lord would gather us together, and turn all thoſe 


curſes upon our Enemies. -I do not deſire to live to forget this Scripture, and 
what comfort it was io me, 


Now the [dans beganto talk of remoying from this place, ſomeone way, 
and ſome another. There were now beſides my {clf nine Ergli(b Captives in 
this place (all of chem Children, except. one Woman) I got an opportunity to 
go and take my leave of them; they being to go one way, and 1 another. 
asked them whether they were earneſt with God. for deliverance; they all told 
me, they did as they were able ; and it was ſome comfort to me, that the 
Lord ſtirred up Children to look to: him. The-Woman, viz. Good wife 
7oſlin told me, the ſhould never ſee me again, and that ſhe could find in her 
heart to run away : I wiſht her not to run away by any means, for we were 
near thirty miles from any Eng/iſb Town, and ſhe very big with Child and had 
but one week to reckon : and another Childe, in her Arms, twoyears old, and 
bad rivers there were to go. over, and we were feeble with our poor and 
courſe entertainment. I had my Bible with me, I pulled it out, and. asked 
her, whether ſhe would read ; we opened the Bible, and lighted on Pſal. 27. 
in which Pſalm we eſpccially took notice of that, ver. wlt. Wait on the Lord, 
be of good courage, and he ſhall ſtrengthen thine Heart, wait 1 ſay on the Lord: 

The fourth Remove. Aud now muſt I part with that little company. that 1 
had. Here | parted from my daughter Mary, (whom I never ſaw again till I 
aw her in Dorcheſter, returned from Captivity) and from four little Couſins 
and Neighbours, ſome of which 7never ſaw afterward, the Lord only knows 
the end of them. Amongſt them: alſo- was that poor woman before. menti- 
oned, who came to a fad end, as ſome of the company told me in my _—_ o 

be 
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i"38 ſhe having much grief upon her Spirit, about her miſerable condition, being 
[Be ſo ncar her time, - ſhe would be often asking the Jnatans to lct her go home, 
ih they not being willing to that, and yet vexed with her importunity, gathe. 


red a great company rogeth?r about her, and ſtript her naked, and ſer her 
in the midſt of them: and when they had ſung'and danced about her (in their 
helliſh manner) as long as they pleaſed : they knockt ter on the head, and the 
child in her arms with her : when they had done that, they ma cea fire and 
Vi put them both into it: and told the other Children that were with them, that 
Ws tf chey attempted to go home they would ſerve them in like manner ; The 
4 1 Children ſaid ſhe did not ſhed one tear, but prayed all the while. But tore. 
.tucnto my own Journey : we travelled about half a day or a little more, 
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$ 4 x and came to a deſolate place in the Wildernets ; where there were no Wig- 
FT wams or Inhabitants before : we came about the middle of the afternoon to 
n Y this place; cold, and wet, and ſhowy, and hungry, and weary, and nore. 


freſhing (for man) but the cold ground to lit on, and our poor Indian cheer. 
Heart-aking thoughts here I had about my poor Children, who were ſcat. 
tered up and down among(t the wild Bealts of the Foreſt - my head was light 
and dizzy (either through hunger, or hard lodging, or trouble, or all toge- 
+45 ' ther) my knees feeble, my body raw by fitting double night and day, that/ 
Va: cannot expreſs to man the affliction that lay upon my Spirit, but the Lord 
helped me at that time to expreſs it to himſelf. t opened my Bible to read, 
;Þ: and the Lord brought that precious Scripture to me, Fer. 31. 16. Thus 
by ſaith the Lord, refrain thy voice from weeping, and thine eyes from tears, for thy 
100 work ſhall be rewarded, and they ſhall come again from the land of the Enemy. This 
bh was2 ſweet Cordial to me, when 7 was ready to faint, many and many a 
time, have / fate down, and wept ſwetely over this Scripture. At this place 
we continued about four days. | 
The fifth Remove. The occaſion (as I thought) of their moving at this time, 
was, the Engl:ſh Army its being near and following them: For they went as 
if they had gone for their lives, for ſome conſiderable way; aid then they 
madea ſtop, and choſe out ſome of their ſtonteſt men, and ſent them back 
to hold the Erglifb Army in play whillt the reſt eſcaped ; and then like Febs 
they marched on furiouſly, with their old, and with their young : ſome car- 
ried their old decrepit Mothers, ſome carried one, and ſome another. Four 
of them carried a great 7ndiar upon a Bier : hut going through a thick Wood 
with him they were hindered, and could make no haſte, -whereupon they 
took him upon their backs, and carried him, one at a time, till we came to 
Bacquauy River. Upon aFryday a little after noon we came to this River. 
When all the Company was come up, and were gathered together, I thought 
to count the number of them, but they were ſo many, and being ſomewhat 
in motion, it was beyond my skill. 7a this Travel, becauſe of my wound, 
I was ſomewhat favoured in my load ; Icarried only my knitting-work, and 


two quarts of parched Mal :. Being very faint I asked my Miſtreſs to give 
me 
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me one ſpoonful of the Mea!, but ſhe would not give me a taſte. They qu'ck- 
ly tel] to cu:ting diy trees, ro mk2 rafts to carry them over the Rivec : and 
ſoon My tura cam? to go over : By the advantage of ſome brufh which hey 
had laid upon the Raft co ſit on; I did not wet my foot, (when many of 


themſelves at the other ead were mid-leg-deep) which cannot but be acknow- 


ledged asa favour of God to my weakned body, it being a very cold time. 
| was not bet ore acquainted with ſuch kind of doings or dangers. When 
thou paſſeſt throuzh the waters ] will be with thee, and throuch the rivers thi 
ſhall not over flow thee. iſ2i 43. 2, A certain number cfus get over the river 
chat nighr, bucit was the nightafter the Sabbath before all the company was 
got over. On the Saturday they boyled anold Horſes leg (which they had 
got )and fo we drank of the broth; as ſoon as they thought it was ready, and 
when it was almoſt all gone, they filled it up again. 

The firlt week of my being among them, 7 hardly ate any thing : the ſecond 
week Ifound my ſtomach grow very faint for want of ſomething; 'and yet 
'twas very bard to get down their filthy traſh: but the third week (though 1 
could think how formerly wy ſtomach would turn againſt this or thar, and 
Icould ſtarve and die before /could eat ſuch things , yet) they were pleaſant 
and ſavoury to my taſte. was at this time Knitting a pair of white Cotton 
Stockins for my Miſtriſs : and Thad not yet wrought upon the Sabbath day: 
when the Sabbath came they bad me go to work ; 1 told them it was Sabbath- 
day, and deſired them to let me reſt, and told them / would do as much more 
to morrow : to which they anſwered me, they would break my face. And 
here 1 cannot but take notice of the ſtrange providence of God in, preſerying 
the Heathen - They were many hundreds, old and young, ſome ſick and ſome 
lame, many had Papooſes at their backs, the greateſt number (at this time . 
with us) were Squaws ; and they travelled with all they had, bag and baggage, 
and yet they got over this River aforeſaid : and on Monday they ſer their 
Wigwams on fire, and away they went: on that very day came the Enghſh 
Army after them tothis River, 'and ſaw the ſmoke of their Wigwams; and 
yet this River puta ſtop to them. God did not give them courage or aCtivity 


to go over after us: we were not ready for fo great a mercy as viftory and de- 


liverance : if we had been, God would have found out a way for the Engiiſhto 
have paſſed this River, as well as for the Indians with their Squaws and Chil- 
dren, and all their Luggage. Oh that my people had hearkened to me, and Iſracl 
had walked in my wayes, I ſhould ſoon have ſubdued their Enemies, and'turned my 
band againſt their Adverſaries, Plal. 81. 13, 14. 

The ſixth Romove. On Monday ( as 1 ſaid ) they ſet their Wigwams on 
fire, and went away- It vvas a cold morning; and before us there vvas a 
great Brook vvith Ifeon it: ſome vyaded through it, up to the knees and 
higher &: but others vvent till tlicy came toa Beaver-Dam, and 1 amorgft 
them, vyhere thorough the good providence of God, 1did not vvet my feor. 
Lvyentalong that day, mourning and lamenting, leaving farther my ovvn 
| Countrey, 


were thereabour. 
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Countrey, aid traveling into thevaſt and howling Wilderneſs, and Tunder- 
ſtood ſomething of Lots Wife?s Temptation, when ſhe looked back : we came 


that day to a great Swamp; by the fide of which we took up our lodging that 


night. When [ came to the brow of the hill, that looked toward the Swamp, 
I thought we had been come to a great Indian Town, (though there were 
none but our own-Company_) the Indians were as thick as the Trees; it ſeem- 
ed as if there had been a thouſand Hatchets going at once: if one looked 
before one, there was nothing but 1ndzars, and behind cne, nothing but 1p. 
dians;, and ſo on either hand : I my ſelf in the midſt, and no Chriſtian Soul 
near me, ard yet how hath the Lord preſerved me in ſafety ! Oh the experi. 
ence that I have had of the goodneſsof God, to me and mine / 

The ſeventh Remove. After a reſtleſs and hungry night there, we had a 
weariſome time of it the next day. The Swamp by which we lay, was asit 
were, a deep Dungeon, and an exceeding high and ſteep hill before it. Before 
I got to the top of the hill, I thought my heart and legs and all would have 
broken, and failed me. What through faintneſs and ſoreneſs of Body, it was 
a grievous day of Travel to me. As we went along, 1 ſawa place where 
Engliſh Cattle had been: that was a comfort to me, ſuch as it was : quickly 
after that we came to an Engliſh path, which ſo took with me, that 1 thought 
I could there have freely lyen down and died. That day, alittle after-noon, 
we came to Squarkbeag ; where the Indians quickly ſpread themſelyes over 
the deſertsd..Eng/ih Fields, gleaning what they could find z ſome pickt up 
Ears of Wheat, that were ck ickled down ; ſome found ears of 1ndian Cory; 
ſome found Ground-nuts, ail $0f=W heat, that were frozen 
together inthe Shock, and went to threſhing of them out. My ſelf gat two 
Ears of Indian Corn,and whilſt 1 did but turn my back, one of them was ſtollen 
from me, which much troubled me. There came an 1ndian to them at that 
time, with a Basketof Horſe-liver: I asked him to give me a piece : what 
( fayes he) can you eat Horſe-liver? I told him, I would try, if he would 
givea piece; which he did : andI laid it on the coals to roſt ; but before it - 
was halfready, they got halfof it. away from me; fo that 1 was fain to take 
the reſt and ear it as it was withthe blood about my mouth, and yet a ſayou- 
ry bit it was to me: Forto the hungry Soul every bitter thing is ſweet. 
A ſolemn fight methought it was, to ſee whole fields of Wheat, and Indian 
Corn forſaken and ſpoiled : and the remanders of them to be food for our 
mercileſs Enemies. That night we had a meſs of Wheat for our ſupper. 

The eighth Remove. On the morrow morning we muſt go over the River, .e. 
Cornefticot, to meet with King Philip, two Cannoos full, they had carried 
over,the next turn my ſelf was to go; but as my foot was upon the Cannoo 
to ſtep in, there was a ſudden outcry among them, and I muſt ſtep back: 
and inſtzad of going over the River, | muſt go four or five miles up the Ri- 
ver farther northward. Some of the Indians ran one way, and ſome another. 
The cauſe of this rout was as I thought gheir eſpying ſome Engliſh Scouts, who 
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In this travcl up the River ; about noon the Company made a ſtop, and 
ſare down; ſome to eat, and others to reſt them. As I fate amongſt them 
muling of things paſt, my Son Fo/eph unexpectedly came to me : we asked of 
each others welfare ; bzmoaning our dolefal condition, and the change that 
had come upon us: we had Husband and Father, and Children and Siſters, 
and Friends and Relations, and Houſe, and Home, and many Comforts of 
this life : but now we might ſay as Fob, Naked came I out of my mothers womb, 
and naked ſhall I return, The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away, bleſſed be 
the Name of the Lord. I asked him whether he would read ? he told me, he 
earneſtly deſired it. ogpee him my Bible, he lighted upon that comfor- 
table Scripture, Pal. 118. 17, 18, 1 ſh  dze but live, and declare the 
works of the Lord : The Lord hath chaſtened me ſore, yet he hath nt grven me over 
to death, Look here Mother, (ayes he) did you read this ? And here I may 
take occaſion to mention one principal ground of my ſetting forth theſe few 
Lines; even as the Pſalmiſt ſayes, To declare the works of the Lord, and 
his wonderful power in carryirg us along, preſerving us in theWilderneſs, 
while under-the Enemies hand, and returning of us in ſafety again. And 
his goodneſs in bringing to my hand ſo many comfortable and ſuitable Scrip- 
tures in my diſtreſs. But to Return; We travellcd on till night; and in 
the morning we mult go over the River to Philip's Crew. When | was in the 
Cannoo, I could nut but be amazed at the numerous Crew of Pagans, that 
were on the Bank on the other ſide. When I came aſhore, they gathered 
all about me, I litting alone 1n the mid : I obſerved they asKed one another 
Queſtions, and laughed, and rcjoyced over their Gains and Victories. 
Then my heart began to faile - and I fell a weeping ; which was the firſt 
time to my rememorarce, that I wept before them. Although I had met 
with ſo much Affliction, and my hzart was many times ready to-break, yet 
could I not ſhed one tcar in their fight; but rather had been all this while 
in a maze, and like one altoniſhed ; but now I may ſay, as P/al. 137. 1.By the 
Rivers of Babylon, there we ſate down, yea,we wept when we remembred Zion.There 
one of them asked m2, why I wept, I conld hardly tell what to ſay ; yet 1 
anſwered, they would kt me : No, ſaid he, none will hurt yon. Then came 
one of them, and gave m2 tivo ſpoonfuls of Meal (to comfort me) and ano- 


| ther gave inc half a pint of Peaſe, which was more worth than many Buſhels 


at another time. Then I went to ſee King Philip; he bade me com- in, and 
ſit down, and 2&ked m2 whether I would ſmoak 1t (an uſual Complement 
now a days amor” {t Saints and Sinners.) But thiz no way ſuited. me. For 
though I had forume;ily ufed Tobacco, yct I had left 1t .ever fince I wrs 
firſt taken. /7 /7:115 1+ be 2 Bat the Devil liyes t) make men loſe their precrous 
time : Iremeirber wich tame, how fermerly, when I had iaken two or three 
Pipes, I was preiently ready tor another, ſuch a bewitching thing It is : 
But I thank Gced, Fe has now given me power CVcr it; ſurely there are 
many who wa, be b.iter imployel, than to lye fucking a ſtinking Tcbacco- 
pip2. H | Now 
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Now the J»4:2z5 gather their Forces to go againſt North-hampton : over 
night: one went about yeiling and hooting to give notice of the deſign. 
Whereupon they fe'l to boylingof Ground Nuts, and parching of-Corn, 
(as many 23 had it) for their Proviſion: and in the morning away they went. 
During my avode in this place Philip fpake to me to make a ſhirt for his 
Boy, which 1.did ; for which he gave me a ſhilling ; I offered the money to 
my Maſter, bat he bade me keep it - and with it I bought a piece of Horſe- 
fleth, Atrerwards-I made a Cap for his Boy, for which he invited me to 
Dinner : I went, and he' gave me a Pancake, about as big as two fingers ;' 
it was made of parched Wheaty beaten and fryed in Bears-greaſe, but I 
thought I never taſted pleaſanter meat in' my life. There was a Squaw 
who ſpake to me to make a- ſhirt for her Sannup; for which ſhe gave me a 
piece of Bear. Another asked me to knit a pair of Stockins, for which ſhe 


 gaveme' a quart-of Peaſe. I Boyted my Peaſe and Bear together, and invi- 


ted my Maiter and Miſtreſs to-Dinner : bat the proud Gollip, becauſe I fer- 
ved them both in one Diſh, -would eat nothing, except one bit that he gave 
her: upon- the point of his Knife. Hearing that my Son was come to this 
place, I went to ſee him, and found him lying flat upon the ground : I ask- 


_ ed him how he could ſleep ſo ? he anſwered me, that he was not aſleep, but 


at Prayer ; and lay fo, that they might not obſerve what he was doing. I 
pray God, he may remember theſe things now he is returned in ſafety. . At 
this place (the Sun now getting higher ) what with the beams and heat of 
the Sun, and tho ſmoak of the Wigwams, I thought I ſhould have been blind:: 
I could ſcarce diſcern one Wigwam from another. There was here one 
Afary Thurſto: of Meaficld, who ſeeing how it was with me, lent me a Hat 
to wear ; but as ſoon as 1 was gone; the Squaw (who owned that ary Thur- 
fon) came running after me, and got it away again. Here there was a 
Squaw who gave me one ſpoonſul of Mcal, I put it in my Pocket to keep it 
ſafe: yet notwithſtanding ſome body ſtole it, but put five 1-dran Corns in 
the room of it : which Corns were the greateſt Proviſion 1 had in my travel 
for one day. 

The 1nd:ans returning from North-hampton, brought with them ſome Horſes 
and Sheep, and other things which they had taken; I defired them, that 
they would carry me to Albany upon one of thoſe Horſes, and fell me for 
Powder ; for fo they had ſometimes diſcourſed. I was utterly hopeleſs of 
getting hom? on foot, the way that I came. I could hardly bear'to think of 
the many weary ſteps 1 had taken, to come to this place. 

The ninth Remove. But inſtead of going either to Albany or homeward we 
mult go five miles up the River, and then goover it. Here we abode a while. 
Here lived a ſorry 1:4:an, who ſpake to me to make hima ſhirt, when I had 
done it, he would pay me nothing. Bur he living by the River fide, where 
I often went to fetch water, I would ofcen be putting him in mind, and calling 
for my pay : ar laſt, he told me, if I would make another ſhirt, for a Papoos 

not 
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not. yet born, he would give me a knife, which he did, when I had done it. 
I carried the knife in, and my Maſter asked me*o give it him, and T was not 
a little glad that'I had any thing that they wonld accept of, and be pleaſed 
with. When we were at this place my Maſters Maid came home, fhe had been 
gone three Weeks into the Narrhaganſer Country, to fetch Corn, where they 
had ſtored up ſome in the ground : ſhe'brought home abont a peck and half 
of Corn, © This was about the time that their great Captain ( NVaararto ) was ' 
killed in the Narrhaganſet Country. | | 

My Son being now about a mile from me, I asked liberty to go and fee him, 
they bade me go, and away I went ; but quickly loſt my ſelf, traycHing over 
Hills and through Swamps, and could not find the way to him. And I can- 
not but admire at the wonderful power and goodneſs of God to me, in that 
though I was gone from home, and met with all forts of 14:75, and thoſe I 
had no knowledge of, and there being no Chr:f#:a7: Soxl near me ; yet not one 
of them offered the leaſt imaginable miſcarriage to me. I turned homeward 
again, and met with my Maſter ; he ſhewed me the way to my Son. When 1 
came to him I found him not well; and withal he had a Boyl on his ſide 
which much troubled him : we bemoaned one another a while, as the Lord 
helped us, and then I returned again. WhenlT was returned, I found my 
ſelt as unſatisfied as I was before. 1 went np and down meaning and la- 
menting: and my ſpirit was ready to ſink, with the thonghts of my poor 
Children : my Son was ill, and I could not bat think of his mournful looks : 
and no Chriſt:an Friend was near him, todo any office of love for him, eithet - 
for Soul or Body. And my poor Girl, I knew not where ſhe was, *hor whe- 
ther ſhe was,ſick, or well, or alive, or dead: I repaired under theſe thoughts 
to my Bible (my great comforter in that time) and that Scriptnre cante to my 
hand, Caſt thy burden upon the Lord and he ſhall [aftam thee, Pial. 55-22. | 

But I was fain to go and look after ſomething to fatisfie my hunger : 'and 
goIng among the Wigwams, I went into one, and there found a Squaw whs 
thewed her ſelf very kind to me, and gaye me apiece of Bear, T prtit into 
my pocket, and came home ; but could not find an opportunity to broit it, 
for tear they .would get it from me, and there it lay all that day andnight in 
my ſtinking pocket. In the morning I went again to the fame Squaw, who 
had a Kettle of Ground-nuts boyling : I asked her to let me boyle my piece 
of Bear in her Kettle, which ſhe did, and gave me fome Cround-nrits to eat; 
with it, andI cannot but think how pleafant it was to ne. I have ſeen Bear ba- 
kedvery handſomly amongſt the En,4ſh, and ſoine liked it, brit th rt.onghts 
that it was Bear, made me tremble : but now that was favonry:to-me that 
one would think was enough to. turn the ſtomach of a bruit-Crearere. = * 

One bitter cold day, 1 could find no room to lit down befor. the fre: Tt 
went out, and could not tell what to do, butl went into ano6rker Wigwam 
where they were alſo ſitting round the fire: but the Squary laid a $kin for mes: 


and bid me fit down; and gave me ſome Ground-nuts, and heads me come, -

tr2ng-rs to me that I never knew before. | 
re tenth Remove. That day a ſmall part cf the Company removed about 


three quarters of a mile, intending farther the next day. When they came 
to the place where they intended to lodge, and had pitched their Wigwams, 
being hungry, 7 went again back to the place we were before at, to.get ſome- 
thing to eat: being incouraged by the Squaws kindneſs, who bade me come 
again z vvhen I was there, there came an ada to. look after me : vyho 
vvhea he had found me, kickt meall along: I went home and found Veni- 
ſon roaſtinF that night, but they would not give me one bit of it. Some- 
times I met with Favour, and ſometimes with nothing but Frovvns. 

The eleventh Remove, The next day inthe morning they took their Travel, 
intending a daycs journey up the River, I took my load at my back, and 
quickly we came to vvade over a River: and paſſd over tirefome and vvea- 
riſome Hills. One Hill yvas ſo ſteep, that I vvas fain to creep up, upon my 


knees: and to hold by the tvvigs and buſhes to keep my ſelf from falling ' 


ba:kvvard. My head alſo vvas folight, that 1 uſually reel-d as I vvent, but 
] hope all thoſe vveariſome ſteps that I have taken, are but a forvvarding 
of meto the Heavenly reſt. 7 kzow, 0 Lord; that thy fadoments are r:iobt, and 
that thou in faithfulneſs ha#t affiitted me,Pſal. 119. 75. 

The twelfth Remove, It wvas upon a Sabbath day. morning, that they pre- 
pared for their Travel. This morning, I asked my Malter vvhether he 
yvould ſell me to my Husband ? he anfuvered Nx; vvhich did much re- 


joyce my ſpirit. My Miſtriſs, before yve vvent, vvyas gone to the burial of 


a Papoos;, and returning, ſhe found me ſitting, and reading in my-Bible ; ſhe 
matched it haſtily out of my hand, and threvy it out of doors; I ran out, 
and catcht it up, and pur it into my pocket, and never let her ſce it after- 
ward. Then they packed up their things to be gone, and gave me my load, 
1 complained it vvas too heavy, vvhereupon ſhe gave me a flap in the face, 


and bade me go: / lifted up my heart to God, hoping that Redemption 


yvas not far off: and the rather becauſe their infolency grevy vyorſe and 
yvorie. 

But the thonghts of my going homevvard ( for ſo vve bent our courſe ) 
much cheared my Spirit, and made my burden ſeem light, and almoſt no- 
thing at all. .But (to my amazement and great perplexity ) the ſcale vyas 
foon turned : for vyhen vve had gone a litt:e vyay, ona ſudden my Miltriſs 
gives out, ſhe vvould go no further, bur turn back again, and ſaid / mult 
go back again vvith her, and ſhe called her Sannup, and vvould have had 
him gone back alſo, but he yvould not, bur ſaid, he vvould go'on, and come 
to us again in three dayes. My Spirit vvas upon this ( 7 confeſs) very impati- 
ent ard almoſt outragious. thought 7 could as vvell have died as vvent 
back. I cannot declare the trouble that 7vvas in about it: but yet back again 


I uſt go. As ſoon as / had an opportunity, / took my Bible to my 
ard

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and that quieting Scripture came to my hand, Pſal. 46. 10, Be ftill, and know 
that I am God 5 which tilled my ſpirit for the preſent: but a-fore time of 
trial I concluded 1 had to go through.” My Maſter being gone, who ſeemed to 
me the beſt Friend that I had of an Jnd'an, both in cold and hunger, and 
quickly ſo it proved. Down I ſat, with my Heart as full as it could hold, 
and yet ſo hungry that 1 could not {it neither : but going out to ſee what I 
could find, and walking among the Trees, I found fix Acorns and two 
Chcſnuts, which were ſome retrcſhment to me, Towards night I gathered 
me ſome ſticks for my own comfort, that I might not lye a Gold : but when 
we came to lye down, they bade me go out, and lye ſomewhere elſe, for they 
had company (they ſaid) come in more than their own : Irtold them I could 
rot tell whzre to go, they bade me go look : I told them, if I went to ano- 
ther 42am they would be angry, and ſend me home again. Then one of 
the Company drew his Sword, and told me he would run methrough if I did 
not £o preſently, Then was I fain to ſtoop to this rude fellow, and to go out 
in the Night, I knew not whithcr. Mine eyes have ſeen that Fellow after- 
wards walking up ard down in Boſton, under the appearance of a Friend-1ndi- 
a1 ; and ſeveral others of the like Cut. I went to one W:igwam, and they 
told me they had no room. Then I went to another, and they ſaid the ſame : 
at laſt an old Jadian bade mie come to him, and his Squaw gave me ſome 
Ground-nuts : ſhe gave me alſo ſomething to lay under my Head, and a good 
Fire we had: and through the gocd Providence of God, I had .a comforta- 
ble lodging that Night. In the morning another 1:d:ian bade me come at 
night, and he would give me {ix Ground-nuts, which I did. . We were at this 
place and time about two miles from Conneiticurt Rever, We went in the morn- 
ing (to gather Ground-nuts).to the River, and went back again at Night. I 
went with a great load at my back (for they when they went, though but a _ 
little way, would carry all their trumpery with them) I told them the s$kin - 
was off my back, but I had no other comforting anſwer from them than this, 
that it vvould be no matter if my Head vvere off too. . | | 
The thirteenth Remove, Inſtead of going toward the Bay (which was that 
| deſired) I muſt go with them five or ſix miles down the River, intoa migh- 
ty Thicket of Bruſh : where we s fof almoſt a fortnight. Here one asked 
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me to make a ſhirt for her Papoos, for which ſhe gave me a meſs of Broth, 
which was thickened with meal made' of the Bark of a Tree: and to make 
If the better ſhe had put into it about a handful. of Peaſe, and a few roſted 
Ground-nuts. I had not ſeen my Son a pretty while, and here was an Indian 
of whom I made inquiry after him, and asked him when he ſaw him ? he an- 
ſwered me that ſuch a time his Maſter roaſted him; and that himſelf did cat 
a Plece of him, as big as his two fingers, and that he was very good meat: 
but the Lord upheld my Spirit, under his diſcouragement ; and I conſidered 
their horrible addictedneſs to lying, and that there is not one of them that 
makes the leaſt conſcience of ſpeaking the truth. In this place on a cold night

a3 Llay by,the fire, I removed a ſtick which kept the heat from me, a Squay 
moved itdownagain, at whichT Tookt up, and fhe threw an handful of alhe; 
in my cyes ; 1 thoughtT ſhould have been quite blinded and have never ſeq 
more - but lying down, the Water run ont of my eyes, and carried the dirt 
'witi it, that by the morning, I recovered my fight again. Yet upon this, 
and the like occaſions, I hope it 1s not too much to ſay with Jeb, Have piy 
pon me, have pity won me, Oh ye my Friends, for the hand of the Lord has touched 
e. And hcrel cannot but remember how many times ſitting in their Wig- 
warms, and muſing on things paſt, I ſhould ſuddenly leap up and run out, as if 
I had been at home, forgetting where I was, and what my condition was; 
But when I was withour, and ſaw nothing but Wilderneſs, and Woods.and a 
company of barbarous Heathen 3 my mind quickly returned to me, which 
made me think of that, ſpoken concerning Sampſon, who faid, 7 wil) 0 out and 
Make my (elf as at other times, but he wiſt nor that the Lord was departed from him, 
Atour this time, I began to think that all my hopes of Reſtoration would 


come to nothing. I thought of the Engliſh Army, and hoped for their coming, 


and being retaken by them, bur that failed. I hoped to be carried to Albay, 
as the /:4tans had diſcourſed, but that failed alſo. I thought of being ſold to 
my Husband, as my Maſter ſpake 3 but inſtead of that, my Maſter himſelf 
was gone, and I left behind : ſo that 'my ſpirit was now quite ready to fink, 
 Tasked them to let me go out, and pick up ſome ſticks, that 7 might get a- 
lone, and pour out my heart unto the Lord. Then alſo 7 took my Bible to 
read, but 7 found no comfort here neither : yet / can ſay, that in all my for- 
rows and aflictions, God did not leave me to have my impatience work to- 
wards himſelf, as if his ways were unrighteous ; but 7 knew that he laid upon 
me leſs then / deſcrved. Afterward, before this doleful time ended with me, 
I was turning the leaves of my Bible, and the Lord brought to me ſome Sctip- 
tures, which did a little revive me; as that 1/as. 55.8. For my thou;hrs are nit 
your chou ;hts, neither are your ways my ways, faith the Lord, And alſo that, @/. 
37. 5. Commut thy way unto the Lord, truſt alſo in him, and he ſhall bring it topaſs, 
About this time they came yelping from Hadly, having there killed three 
E1:!ſh-men, and bronght one Captive with them, v:z. Tbomas Read, They all 
gxthercd about the poor Man, asking him many Queſtions. I defired alſo to 
g0 and ſee him ; and when I came he was crying bitterly : ſuppoting they 
would quickly kill him. Whereupon I asked one of them, whether they in- 
tended to kill him ? he anſwered me, they would not - He bcing 2 little 
cheared with that, 7asked him abont the welfare of my Hu:band, he told 
me he ſaw him ſuch a time in, the Bay, and he was well, but v.ry Mclanchol- 
ly. By which I certainly underſtood (thongh I ſuſpected it before) that what- 
ſoever the [zdians told me reſpetting him, was vanity and lies. Some of 
them told me, he was dead, and they had killed him + ſome faid he was 
Married again, and thatthe Governour wihed him to Marry ; and told him 


he ſhould have his choice, and that all perſwaded him I was dead: . So like 
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were theſe barbarons creatures to him who was @liar fromi thebeginnir's, 


As 1 was ſitting once in the Wigwam here, Philips Maid cane irr with the = 


Child in her arms, and'asked me to give her a piece'of my Apror, ts make a 
fap for it, 1 told her / would not : then my Miſtreſs bad me give it, but ſtill / 
fd no. The Maid told me, if 1 would not give her a piece, ſhe would tear a 
niece of it : I told herl vvould tear her-Coat then : vvith that my Miſtreſs 
riſes up : and takes up a {tick big'enongh to have knilcd me,” and ſtruck at me 
vvith it, but /itepr out, and ſhe-{truck the ſtitk into the Mat' of the Wigs 
vwam. But vvhile the vvas pulling of 1t ont; 7ran to the Maid and'gave her 
allmy Apron, and {6 thar ſtorm vvent over.” * ; 

Hearing that my Son was come to this place, I went to ſes him, and'told 
him his Father was well, but'very melancholly/- he told me he was as\'mitch 
xrieved for his Father as for himſelf; I wondred at his ſp:ech, for I thought 
I had enough upon my ſpirit in reference to my-ſelf, to.make! me mindleſs 
of my Husband andevery- one elle : they being ſafe among their Friends. He 
told me alfo, that-a while before, His Maſter (together with other 1n47ans) 
mere going to the French for Powder; but by the way the Mohawks met with 
them, and killed four of their Company, which made the reft turn back 
ain: for which I defire that my- ſelf' and he may bleſs the Lord ; - for it 
might have been worſe with him, hat} ke been ſold'to the French, than'it pro-- 
red to be in his remaining with the /-azans. | 

l went to ſee an Engliſh Youth in this place, one John Gilberd of Springfield. 
| found him lying without doors, upon the ground 1 asked him how he did ? 
he told me was very ſick of a flux, with eating {o inuch blood. They had 
turned him out of the Wigwam, and with hun an /-d:az Papobs, almoſt dead 
(whoſe Parents had been killed) in a birter cold day, without fire or clothes : 
the young man himſelf had nothing on, but his ſhirt and waſtcogt ; This fight 
was enough to melt a heart of flint. There they lay quivering in the Cold, 
the youth round like a dog; the Papoos ſtretcht out, with his eyes, and noſe, 
and mouth full- of dirt, and yet aliye, and groatiing. I adviſed Fohr to go 
and get to ſome fire : he told me he could: not jtand, but I perſwaded him 
ſtill, leſt he ſhould ly there and die. And with much ado 1 get him to @ fire, . 
and went my ſelf home. As ſoon as 1 was got home, his Maſters Daughter 
came after me, to know what I had done with the Engl:ſh-man ? | told her 1 
hed got him to a fire in ſuch a place. Now had I necd to pray Pauls Praycr, 
tTheſſ. 3. 2. That we may be delrvered from unreaſonable and wicked men, For 


| zot home again,it was noiſed abont;that I was running away,and getting the 


ad domineer : asking me where I had been ? and what I had bcen doing ?:

This diſtreſſed condition held 
that day, and half the next; and then the Lord remembred me; whoſe mer- 
cies are great. Then came an Jnd5arn to me, with a pair of Stocking which 
were too big for him ; and he would have me ravel them out, and knit them 
fit for him. I ſhewed my ſelf willing, and bid himask my Miſtreſs, if I might 
goalong with him a little way : She faid yes, I might, but I was not a little 
refreſht with that news, that I had my liberty again. Then I went along 
with him, and he gave me ſome roaſted Ground-nuts, which did again reyiye 
my feeble ſtomach. | 
Being got out of her ſight, I had time and liberty again to look into. my 
Bible : which was my guide by day, and my Pillow by night. Now that com- 
fortable Scripture preſented it ſelf to me, 1/as. 54. 7. For a ſmall moment hav 
1 forſaken thee + but with great mercies will I gather thee, Thus the Lord car- | 
ried me along from one time to another : and made good to me this precious 
promiſe, and many others. Then my Son came to ſee me, and I asked his 
Maſter to let him ſtay a while with me : that I might comb his head, and 
look over him for he was almoſt overcome with lice. He told me, when [ 
had done, that he was very hungry, but I had nothing to relieve him; but bid 
him gointo the Wigwams as he went along, and ſee if he conld get any thing 
among them.

My Maſter had three Squaws : living ſometimes with one, and ſometimes 
with another. One, this old Squaw at whoſe Wigwam I was, and with 
whom my Maſter had been thoſe three weeks. Another was Wertimore, with 
whom I had lived and ſerved all this while. A ſevere and proud Dame ſhe 
was; beſtowing every day in dreſling her ſelf near as much time as any of the 
Gentry of the land : powdering her hair and painting her face, going with 
her Neck-laces,with Jewels in her ears. and bracelets upon her hands. When 
ſhe had dreſſed her ſelf, her Work was to make Girdles of Wampom and 
Beads. The third Squaw was ayounger one, by whom he had two Papooſes. 
By that time I was refreſht by the 01d Squaw, with whom my Maſter was, 
Wetrimores Maid came to call me home, at which 1 fell a weeping ; then the old 

uaw told me, to encourage me, that ifT wanted victuals, I ſhould come to 
her, and that I ſhould lye there in her Wigwam. Then I went with the 
Maid, and quickly came again and lodged there. "The Squaw laid a Mat un- 
der me, and a good Rugg over me; the firſt timeI had any ſuch Kindneſs 
ſhewed me. Iunderſtood that Werrimore thought, that if ſhe ſhould let me 
goand ſerve with the old Squaw, ſhe would be in danger to loſe not only 
my ſervice but the redemption-pay alfo. And I was not a little glad to hear 
this; þeing by it raiſed in my hopes, that in Gods due time there would be 
an end of this ſorrowful hour. Then camean 1d:an, and asked me to knit 
Him three pair of Stockins, for which I had a Hat, and a flk Handker chicf, 
'Then another asked me to make her a ſhift, for which ſhe gave me an Apron, 

Then came Tom and Peter, with the ſecond Letter from the Council, about 
the Captives. Though they were Inazans, I gat them by the hand, and burſt 
out into Tears; my.heart was ſo full that I could not ſpeak to them : but re- 
covering my ſelf, I asked them how my Husband did? and all my Friends 
and Acquaintance ? they faid, they were well, but very Melancholy. They

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brought me two Biskets, and a pound of Tobacco. The Tabaccy 1 picky 


gave away: when it was all gone,: one asked. mz: £0. Zjvye hit a, pipe of -Fobac 

co, I told him all was gone ; then began he.to naot and threaten I told him 
when my Husband came, 1 would give him! ſome';s Hang: bjyoy Rogue (fays 
he)1 will knock out his brains,. if he comes here: ;And then again in the {ame 
breath, they would ſay, that if there ſhould come an hundred wirhout Gyns, 
they would do them no hurt. So unſtable and like mad menthey were; $0 
that fearing the worſt, -I durſt not ſend to my Husband z thoughthere were 
ſome thoughtsof his coming ta Redeem and fetch me, not knowing! what 
might follow; for there was little:more truſt to. thetn than :tQ the Maſter 
they ſerved. When the Letter was come, the Saggamores met to conſult 
about the Captives, and called me to themi to enquire how much my Husband 
would give to redeem me: When came, I fate down among them, as I was 
wont to do, as their manner is : Then they bade me: ſtand up,and aid, tligy 
were the General Court. . They bid\me ſpeak awbat' 1 thought he wonld giye. 
Now knowing that all we had was deſtroyed by the 7naians, I was' in a great 
ſtrait. 1 thought if I ſhould ſpeak of but a little, it would be' ſighted;-and 
hinder the matter; if of a great Sum, I knew not where it would be procu- 
red : yetat a venture, I ſaid Tweaty pounds, yet deſired them: to take leſs ; 
but they would not hear of that, but ſent that meflage to Boſton, that for 
twenty pounds I ſhould be redeemed. It was a Praying /nazan that wrote their 


Letter for them. There was another Praying 12:27, who told me; - that he 


had a Brother, that would not cat Horfe ; his Conſcience was ſo-tender and 
{crupulous, (though as large as Hell, for the deſttuction of. poor Chr:/t:ans) 
Then he ſaid, he read that Scripture to him; 2. Kzag. 6. 25.. Zhere was a Fa- 
mine in Samaria, and behold they beſieged it, until an Aſſes head was fold for four- 
ſcore pieces of ſilver,, and the fourth part of a Kat of Doves. aung, for five preces.of 
filver. He expounded this place to his Brother, and ſhewed him that it was 
lawful to eat that in a Famine, which is not at another time. And now,

them, and his Squaw alſo with him, with her Papoos at her back : before 


they went to that Fight, they got a company together to. Powaw : the manner- 


was as followeth. There was one that kneeled upon a Deer-i&n,  with.,th2 
Company round him ina Ring, who kneeled, ſtriking upon the-Ground with 
their hands, and with ſticks, and muttering or humming withtheir Moyshs. 
Beſides him who kneeled in the Riong, there alſo ſtood onewith- a Gun ,inþ1s 


hand ; Then heon the Deer-skin made a ſpeech, and all manifeſted afſent to | 


it ;

He was the firſt 1dian, I ſaw drunk all the vyhile that 1 was 
amongſt them, - At lait hits Squaw ran out, and he after her, round the Wig- 
wam, with his money gingling at his knees: but ſhe eſcaped him z but ha- 
ving an old Squaw, he ran to her : and ſothrough the Lords mercy, we were 
no more troubled with him that night. Yet I had not a comfortable nights 
reſt : for Ithink I can ſay, 1did notſleep for three nights together. The 
night before the Letter came from the Council, I could not reſt, I was ſa 
| full of fears and troubles, (God many times leaving us moſt in the dark, 
when deliverance 1s neareſt) yea at this time I could not reſt night nor day. 
The next night I was over-joyed, Mr. Hoar being come, and that with ſuch 
good. Tydings. The third night 1 was even ſwallovved up vvith the 
thoughts of things z- viz.- that ever I ſhould go home again : and that I mult

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for me, In my Travels an 1:dian came to me, and told me, if I were wil- 
ling, He and his Squaw would run away, and go home along with me. 1 
told him, No, I was not williag to run away, but deſired to wait Gods 
time, that I might go home quietly, and without fear. And now God 


- hath granted me my deſire. O the wonderful power of God thar I have 


ſeen, and the expcriences that I have had | 1 have been in the midſt of thoſe 
roaring Lions, and Salvage Bcars,that feared neither God, nor Man, nor tie 
Devil, by night and day,alone aid in company,ſfleeping all ſorts together ; 
and yet not one of them ever offcred the leait abuſe of unchaſtity to me, in 
word or action. Though ſome are ready to ſay, I ſpeak it for my own credit; 
but I ſpeak it-in the preſence of God, and to his Glory. Gods power Is 
as great now, and as ſufficient to ſave, as when he preſerved Darrel in the Li- 
ons Den, or the three Children in the Fiery Furnace. I may well ſay, as he, 
P/al. 107. 1,2. Oh give thanks unto the Lord, for be 15 good, for his mercy endurerh' 
for ever, Let the Reedoened of the Lord ſay ſo, whom he hath. redeemed from 
the hand of the Enemy; eſpecially that I ſhould come away in-the midſt of fo 
many hundreds of Enemies, quietly and peaccably, and not a Dog moving his 
tongue. Sol took my leave of them, and in coming _ my heart melted 
into Tears, more than all the while I was with them, and I was almoſt ſwal- 
{owed up with the thoughts that ever I ſhould go home again. Abont the 
Suns going down, Mr. Hoar, and my ſelf, and the two Indians came to Lan- 
caſter, and a ſolemn ſight it was to me, There had I lived many comfortable 
years amongſt my Relations and Neighbours ; and now not one Chr:ſtian-to 
be ſeen, nor one Houſe left ſtanding. Wewent on to a Farm-houſe that 
wasyet ſtanding, where we lay all night; and a comfortable lodging we 
had, though nothing but ſtraw tolye on. The Lord preſerved us in ſafety 
That night, and raiſed usup again inthe morning, and carried us along, that 
before noon we came to Concord, ' Now was I full of joy, and yet not with- 
out ſorrow : joy, to ſee ſuch a lovely fight, ſo many Chr:ſtians together, and 
ſome of them my Neighbours : There I met with my Brother, and my Bro- 
ther in Law, who asked me; if I knew where his Wife was ? poor heart! 
he had helped to bury her, and knew it not 5 ſhe being ſhot- down by the 
houſe, was partly burnt : ſo thac thoſe who were at Boſton at the deſolation 
of the Town, and came back afterward, and buried the dead, did not know 
her. YetI was not without ſorrow, to think how many were looking and 
longing, and my own Children amongſt the reſt, to enjoy that deliverance 
that I had now received ; andI did not know whether ever I ſhould ſee them 
again. Being recruited with Food and Raiment, we went to Boſton that day:

word, if duly conſidered : | the ſubjett matter ts very ſolemn aud weighty, ( Trea-
